' two findings, which it handed down, jarred the presi-

dent, he succeeded in forcing the resignations of 
offending members and replacing them vvith^ men of 
his'own political views. The same thing liappeneJ 
in ihe case of £he tariff commibsion" Mr. Coolidge 
maneuvered it until he had." forced the retirement 
of liberal members -of the tariff board and replaced 
them wlth^men strongly devoted to the principles of

But even now the situation has its

There is nothing to_ prevent a member 


from becoming unruly. To avert any unpleasantness,

It is iJearly twice what the, World 
war cost us and is u sum equal to our foreign com- 
merce for the same period. It is moie than all the
